Nothing takes care of a question like 
not asking it. This seem s to be the case 
with the question “ To fluoridate or not to 
fluoridate.” 
For more than two years the question 
has not been asked in the Kingston area 
and, 
in fact, rem ains unanswered 
after 
more than 15 y ears of debate. 
The edge seem s to be with the Against 
side of the fight over whether or not to 
fluoridate community water supplies in an 
effort to com bat tooth decay. A definite 
lack of voices has added to the general 
apathy and nonconcern for the fluoridation 
issue that at tim es rocked the Common 
Council cham bers as well as town board 
room s in the past. 
Com m ittees and individuals who once 


were actively cam paigning For and Against 
the fluoride issue in the area are now silent. 
Those who favored fluoride treatm ent of 
water system s m ay still be in favor, but 
have fallen off in their charges either out 
of lost support or lack of listeners. Those 
against the treatm ent may have the sam e 
reasons to explain their quietness, but most 
likely feel that silence is half the victory. 
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Ever since the cities of Kingston and 
Newburgh 
joined 
in 
a 
"c a rie s fluoride" 
study for 10 years beginning in early 1945, 
the Kingston area 
has been the battle­ 
ground for what w as recently described by 
one health authority as a “ no glam or is 
sue.” 
Fluoridation m ay not raise hairs on tax­ 
payers’ backs like threats of heavy gov­ 
ernment spending, but the issue is one 
that could effect the dental bills of half the 
water users in afTected districts. 
“ I can’t see how people can ignore a 


possible saving of $25 or $35 a year on 
dental bills.’’ said Dr. Vernon B. Link. Ul­ 
ster County Health Departm ent Com m is­ 
sioner recently as he discussed the fluoride 
question in a interview with The Freem an. 
In an official statem ent from Dr. Link's 
office on the subject, he cited im pressive 
figures 
gathered 
from 
the 
10-year-long 
Kingston Newburgh study. 
The figures com pared the tooth decay 
rate in young children of both cities and 
it w as pointed out that “ Kingston children 
require more than twice as many dental 
services 
as the 
Newburgh 
group.” 
The 
principal 
reason 
given 
that 
Newburgh’s 
w ater w as treated with the chem ical since 
1945 while Kingston has never had fluoride 
in its supply. 
It w as pointed out in the 1967 statement 
from Dr. Link that the final report issued 
in 1956 showed “ the children in age group 
six to nine in Newburgh who had been 
drinking fluoridated water all had a rate 
of decayed, m issing or filled teeth 58 per 
cent lower than the sam e age group in 
Kingston.” 
In his recent interview, he continued to 
support the 1967 statem ent. 
The doctor said that although there are 
m any 
intelligent 
individuals 
who 
“ just 


don’t 
want 
unnecessary 
chem icals 
in 
w ater" who are against fluoridation, there 
are also a great number of persons who 
Could be classified as “ kooks" just looking 
for something to be against. 
Looking over som e of the statem ents is 
sued by those leading the flght against 
fluoridation one can find charges ranging 
from 
socialized 
medicine 
to 
world wide 
com munistic plots associated with the ad 
dition of the chem ical. 
Dr. Link said that he feels fluoridation 
of Kingston’s w ater supply is a "losing 
battle ’’ 
He 
said 
many 
dentists 
backed 
down from their stands on the issue in the 
early BO’s when pressured by their patients. 
M edical and dental groups are cent mu 
ing their flght across the country, though, 
and more and more groups are adding 
their nam es to the For lists. 
Public health agencies. Dr. Link said, 
have “ done a poor job " of educating the 
public in regards to the issue. He said that 
even in Ulster County, lay m em bers of the 
Board of Health have not been completely 
convinced of th e ’benefits of fluoridation. He 
said the medical and professional mem 
bers of the board were for the plan. “ 1

Each national election, for as long ago as can be re­ 
membered, those who did not vote numbered more than 
those who voted for the winner—they could have elected 
either candidate had they taken the trouble to vote. We 
have often puzzled over who are the many people who de­ 
clined this elemental duty and privilege of citizenship. 
Thanks to the Gallup poll, we have some answers. 
Taken immediately after the election, the poll reveals 
reasons that do not reflect credit on a large segment of 
Americans, as these answers show: 
Of the 120 million men and women in the United States 
of voting age, 4 million are aliens or inmates of prisons 
and mental institutions and therefore ineligible to vote. 
Of the remaining 116 million who were eligible to 
vote, 72 million cast ballots and 44 million did not, for 
reasons they explained as follows: 
Fifteen million registered but did not vote. 
Ten million could have registered but did not. 
Seven million were sick or disabled. 
Five million were prevented from voting by residence 
qualifications. 
Three million were away from home. 
Three million said they could not leave their jobs. 
One million did not obtain absentee ballots. 
Some 25 million of these could have voted had they 
made the effort. 
These statistics should be carefully studied by poli­ 
ticians. 
For they indicate that greater party activity 
could have easily altered the results, as one voter in 
four said that, even two weeks before the election, he 
had not definitely made up his mind how he would vote. 
The voter, a strange man is he, and elections are won 
or lost by knowing him well.

Probing the Small Cars 


Senator Warren G. Magnuson plans hearings early in 
the new year by his Senate Commerce Committee into 
the safety of small cars as compared to their larger 
and heavier rivals. The investigation will center on the 
Volkswagen and similar sized cars. 
The Cornell Aeronautical Laboratory had made an 
investigation of serious accidents attributed to the VWs 
or beetles of the roads, and the Volkswagen of America 
had digested the laboratory’s report for its dealers but 
neither had released the original report nor the digest to 
the public. 
Magnuson was asked by Ralph Nader, .the indepen­ 
dent critic of automobile safety, to look both into the 
safety of small cars and into the reasons for withhold­ 
ing the raw materials of the laboratory report. 
The digest said that the leading cause of death and 
injury in small cars was “the result of ejection during 
the accident rather than the small size of the cars.” It 
said there was no significant difference in structural 
damage to a small and larger car in the accidents. 
Nader challenges this finding and hopes the commit­ 
tee will secure the laboratory’s data to make its own 
determination. The probe is an important one if it does 
nothing else but deny the ghost of the charge that small 
cars are accident prone, or verify it. 


W A S H I N G T O N - The 
Supreme Court’s refusal to 
review the government’s right 
to order reservists to active 
duty 
in 
Vietnam 
is

tamount to a confirmation of 
the legality of the American 
military 
operations 
being 
conducted today in Southeast 
Asia. 
Justice Douglas, who wrote 
a vigorous 
dissent, 
argued 
that the constitutionality of 
the Vietnam war was never 
been resolved. 
But govern­ 
ment attorneys contended that 
a law passed by Congress 
allows the president to order 
any unit of the ready reserve 
of the armed forces to active 
duty for a period up to 24 
months, and that the authority 
to 
move 
such 
forces 
is 
regularly exercised by the 
executive 
branch 
of 
the 
government. The Constitution 
gives Congress the right “ to 
provide for calling forth the 
militia to execute the laws of 
the 
union, 
suppress 
in­ 
surrections, 
and 
repel 
in­ 
vasions." and also “ to provide 
for organizing, arming, and 
disciplining the militia, and 
for governing such part of 
them as may be employed in 
the

The dispute which has been 
going on for some time as 
to the constitutionality of the 
Vietnam war is not so much 
concerned with the right of 
the executive to operate, the

designated 
as 
“Commander-in-Chief” — but 
rather is related to an ab­ 
sence of what might be called 


a “ declaration of w ar." 
The Constitution says that 
Congress “ shall have power 
to declare war,” and does not 
define 
the 
form 
such 
a 
declaration 
may 
take 
or 
prohibit the President from 
exercising 
his 
powers 
as 
Commander-in-Chief 
of 
the 
armed services. Sometimes a 
war arises suddenly, and the 
United States is compelled to 
defend its forces or the lives 
and property of its citizens 
in a foreign country when 
there 
is not time 
to ask 
Congress for permission. 
Before substantial numbers 
of American troops went to 
Vietnam, only advisers and 
technicians were sent there. 
The Southeast Asia treaty, 
as 
ratified by the 
Senate, 
states 
that 
“ each

recognizes that aggression by 
means of armed attack in the 
treaty area against any of the 
parties or against any state 
or territory which the parties 
by unanimous agreement may 
hereafter 
designate, 
would 
endanger its own peace and

This means that the United 
St a t e s 
accepted

when the war was extended 
to the high seas and attacks 
on American ships occurred 
in the Gulf of Tonkin, the 
President asked Congress to 
pass a resolution whch read 
as follows:

W A S H I N G T O N - The 
Justice 
Department,

the books on Sen. Tom Dodd, 
D-Conn. Both the FBI and 
Internal Revenue Service, in 
fact, have quietly stepped up 
the investigation of Dodd. 
To help prepare his legal 
defense, the Senator has put 
one of his attorneys on the

acknowledged, in reply to a 
telephone inquiry, that Waiter 
Kenny is now working full 
time for the Senate.

BEAUTY dies a separate 
death. It leaves the premises 
early, tiptoeing so lightly that, 
for a time, it isn’t missed.

she had been a movie star 
at a time when Pearl White 
was making The Perils of 
Pauline. 
She was a concert pianist,

composed music for Irving 
Berlin. 
She 
spoke 
seven 
languages, five fluently, in 
1914, 
her 
Hollywood 
fiance 
was Wallace Reid, a great 
star who died of drug ad­ 
diction. 
Last week, I was in Los 
Angeles and decided to track 
her down. I knew that she 
had been married to William 
Nolte, head of production at 
20th Century Fox, but the 
word was out that he died a 
few years back. I located a 
Ceil Nolte at 3784 Valleybrink 
Road, but no one seemed to 
know where that is. 
Mv wife and T got in a taxi 
at the Beverly Hills Hotel and 
drove about $5 worth. The 
driver found 
a 
Valleybrink 
Road 
off 
Los 
Feliz, 
near 
Glendale. 
He 
pulled 
up in 
front 
of 
a 
bungalow. 
The 
talented 
beauty had to be 
behind that plain front door. 
We knocked. 
A 
small 
dog 
barked. 
A 
voice 
croaked: 
“Come in. Come in.” 
Ceil Nolte recognized me 
before I did her. A little old 
lady sat in an arm chair, a 
faded «tapestry 
hung 
on 
a 
wall: there w«as an ash tray, 
a telephone on a stand; soma 


newspapers on an end table. 
The woman had lost many 
teeth; the face was that of 
an old lady; the eyes flashed 
the 
same 
brilliance 
and 
suddenly 
they 
filled 
with 
tears. 
She had cancer fifteen years 
ago and the operation was a 
colostomy. 
Ceil 
Nolte 
has 
never left the bungalow since. 
She lives in the little two- 
room 
bungalow 
with 
a 
dachshund and a manx cat 
and 
a 
treasure 
chest 
of 
memories. 
She 
has 
no 
children, 
no 
relatives, 
no 
friends — just the County of 
Los Angeles and a nurse who 
helps her out of bed at 10 
a.m. and sets her in that 
chair. 
Her food consists of four 
scrambled eggs every day, 
plus a sugar bun and in­ 
numerable cups of coffee. The 
lawyers 
told 
her that 
her 
husband left no money, and 
she scrapes up enough to pay 
a 
smart 
phone 
bill 
every 
month. 
There is an upright piano, 
but, like Ceil, it is out of tune. 
Her 
mind 
is 
electrifyingly 
bright and she sits in a white 
Turkish robe talking of today 
and tomorrow and a host of 
yesterdays. What happens to 
beauty? More to the point, 
where are those who looked 
upon Ceil Nolte as an idol? 
I felt small when she said 
that we were the firs*, people 
to come to see her in years. 
“ The head is still intact," she 
said, laughing and wiping the 
tears, “but the rest of me 
is garbage.’’ Now' and then, 
she pockets the haughty pride 
and begs the county to allot 
a few more dollars to her so 
that

The nurse fixed her hair

Both Jess Unruh, 
longtime 
C a l i f o r n i a 
Democratic 
Assembly leader, 
and 
San 
Francisco’s

Alioto have to endure some 
tough tests in 1969 before a 
possible square off for their 
party’s 
g o v e r n o r s h i p 
nomination in 1970. 
Republican 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan’s term runs out in the 
latter year and it is widely 
assumed he will seek another. 
The California post is one of 
seven big state governorships 
presently held by the GOP 
which will be on the election 
block In 1970. 
When it was first learned 
that Unruh had lost his prized 
power 
base 
as 
Assembly 
speaker in consequence of the 
Republicans’ 41-39 capture of 
the lower House, the snap 
judgment was that it could 
be a severe blow to Unruh’s 
long-nourished 
governorship 
ambitions. 
Now it is seen by California 
politicans and observers as 
more of a mixed blessing. He 
probably will not have as easy 
a time getting money. But the 
burden of responsibility for 
g u i d i n g 
important 
state 
legislation 
will 
be 
his 
no 
longer, and he will be freer 
to attack Reagan as the latter 
s t r u g g l e s to fulfill his 
promises with the narrowest 
of legislative margins. 
Unruh. of course, will stump 
the 
state 
heavily 
in 
the 


months ahead, and by mid 
1969 he will have put out 8 
or 10 position papers on major 
state issues. His present mood 
is to lie back a bit and see 
how Reagan does with his thin 
grasp on the Legislature. 
As for Alioto. he and his 
key aides are inevitably some­ 
what 
staggered 
at 
the 
prominence which has come 
to him in his one high-paced 
year in public office — after 
27 
years 
of 
private 
law 
practice, 
He got off to a good start, 
captured some sizable federal 
funds 
for 
San 
Francisco 
development programs, 
had 
brief mention as a possible 
running 
mate 
for 
Vice- 
President Humphrey and then 
labored hard though futilely 
for Democratic capture of the 
state’s 40 electoral votes. 
Yet the 
lot of big city 
mayors is not a happy one 
these days. Alioto is involved 
in the racial struggle which 
repeatedly 
threatens 
San 
Francisco State College, 
if 
only because his police are 
often called upon to restore 
order. He has taken a firm 
line against violence. But he 
has also argued steadily for 
mediation. 
This and other tests will 
provide 
Alioto’s inescapable 
ordeal. Says one observer: 
"He’s got to weather a few 
storms. He can’t avoid them. 
If he gets by them, he’ll be 
a very formidable figure.” 
About 1970, the mayor says 
only that he is “ holding his 


o p t i o n s 
open.” 
This 
presumably 
refers 
to 
the 
governmorship race, since hjs 
aides sky he will not try for 
the 
Senate 
seat 
presently 
occupied by GOP Sen. George 
Murphy. For the moment at 
least. Murphy is saying he 
will run again. 
Alioto dearly has gained 
influential support in the state 
as 
result 
of 
his 
vigorous 
campaigning 
for the 
Hum­ 
phrey ticket. Naturally, it is 
focused in northern California 
and involves the party’s more 
moderate 
elements 
which 
backed 
Humphrey 
and, 
in 
some cases, the late Robert 
F. Kennedy at an earlier date. 
Unruh, Understandably, is in 
poor repute with these same 
e l e m e n t s . 
N a t i o n al 
downgraded 
H u m p h r e y ’^ 
California prospects right to 
the end, and state sources say 
he spent most of his time and 
money on 
state 
legislative 
races — trying to hold the 
Assembly 
and 
continue 
as 
speaker. Some say he served 
Kennedy poorly. 
And. 
if 
Alioto 
has city 
problems. 
Unruh 
goes 
on 
having image problems. His 
television personality does not 
sparkle,

trouble shaking the “ boss" 
label from earlier years. 
Having thrown in wi*h the 
McCarthy liberals at Chicago, 
Unruh

German Reds Call for Unity

BONN — West Germany’s

Communist

of the working class to join 
ranks once more.

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The Communists, who have 
fewer than 10.000 members, 
urged the social Democrats, 
who won nearly 13,000,000 (M)

the 
National 
Democratic 
Party 
and NEO-Nazis.” 
T h e 
strength 
of

capitalists, it continued, lies 
in the division in the ranks 
of the working class. 
There was no immediate 
reply from the socialists, nor 
is there likely to be. 
Tlie 
best 
answer 
to 
the 
Communists is contained in 
the history of the two parties, 
which 
is 
currently 
getting 
considerable attention in the 
G e r m a n 
press 
and 
on 
television because of the 50th 
anniversary of the founding of 
the German Communist party 
at the end of this month. 
The Communists split off 
from 
the 
socialists 
in 
the 
chaos at the end of World War 
I and tried to foment Soviet- 
style revolution.

Painter 
Dabbles 
In Coffee

NEW YORK (AP) — It was 
during the Christmas season 24 
years ago that artist Jan De 
Ruth, imprisoned in a German 
concentration camp, painted a 
mother and child in the only 
medium 
available 
to 
him— 
coffee. 
This year the latest of the 
mother and child paintings he 
has produced annually since 
that bitter winter—this one done 
in oils—is being exhibited in a 
Philadelphia gallery. 
Others in the series are chang­ 
ing in museums and in private 
collections throughout the coun­ 
try. 
Bom in Czechoslovakia of a 
Jewish father and a Catholic 
mother, he spent the years of 
World War II in three different 
concentration camps, including 
infamous Auschwitz. His father 
had escaped to England in 1938 
but his mother, who had given 
aid to her husband's relatives, 
his sister and De Ruth himself 
were all imprisoned. 
In Auschwitz he had not a 
stump of pencil to draw with. 
"There was nothing beyond the 
few pieces of cloth we wore,** he 
recalls. “There was not only not 
a piece of paper, but there was 
not peace of mind because we 
were near the two chimneys 
with smoke going perpetually. 
In order to draw or paint you 
had to have some hope. We 
knew the only way any one left 
Auschwitz was through those 
chimneys.” 
Luckily, De Ruth did get to 
leave the camp when the Ger­ 
mans needed labor and he was 
sent back to Germany. In the 
new camp, 
a 
subsidiary of 
Buchenwald, he 
managed to 
sneak a pencil away from a su­ 
pervisor. **If nothing else in 
those years I became a perfect 
thief,“ he says. 
He drew a mother and child 
on a paper he scrounged from 
the factory where he worked 
and filled it In with shadings of 
coffee in various strengths, us­ 
ing his finger as a brush. 
I showed it to a supervisor 
and he asked me to make him 
one, giving me a slice of bread 
in return." he says. “I made a 
number of cards for guards 
there, in exchange for a piece of 
bread.“ 
Finally, in March 1945 he was 
moved from Germany to the 
part of Czechoslovakia where he 
was born. “I managed to escape 
because I knew every step of 
the way,” he explains. 
He made his way to the home 
of an aunt, where eventually his 
mother and sister, who had also 
escaped, turned up. “ When my 
mother and I met in my aunt’s 
home we didn’t recognize each 
other,” he says. “ I weighed 80 
pounds and had a beard.” He 
still has a beard but his weight 
is up to his normal 145 pounds. 
After the war, De Ruth was 
offered by the government the 
job of commissar (mayor) in a 
small town. He stayed In the 
post for a year, just long enough 
to make for himself a number of 
fake documents that allowed 
him to get out of the country in 
1947. 
He went to England, finally 
getting to America in 1948—10 
years after his father had made 
the first efforts to get the family 
here. He is now a United States 
citizen and his father, 80 years 
old, his mother and his sister 
are all in New York. 
“I know of not one other fami­ 
ly except ours where the whole 
family survived,” De Ruth, a 
bachelor, 
declares 
gratefully. 
“When I came to America I 
painted a mother and child in 
oil on wood and gave it to a 
church in Pennsylvania. I have 
done at least one mother and 
child every year since and from 
1950 on have used them as my 
Christmas card.”

Cornell Chief 
Rejects the 
Negro Demands 


ITHACA, N.Y. (AP) — Cor­ 
nell University President Jam es 
A. Perkins again has rejected 
the dem ands of protesting Ne­ 
gro students for an autonomous 
Black College. 
Perkins and the students m et 
face-to-face for the first tim e 
Tuesday 
to 
discuss 
the 
de­ 
m ands. The meeting was fruit­ 
less, 
however, 
a 
university 
spokesm an said. 
Perkins repeated earlier as­ 
sertions that it would be impos­ 
sible to establish the Black Col­ 
lege on the basis proposed by 
the Negro students. 
The students had asked that 
the Black College control cu r­ 
riculum , 
staffing, 
content 
of 
courses, accreditation and ad­ 
m issions. In addition, the uni­ 
versity should grant $250,000 to 
sta rt the college, they said. 
Perkins said these dem ands 
ignore the legal regulations. The 
B oard of Trustees is responsi­ 
ble for m any of these m atters 
and cannot relegate them to in­ 
dividual colleges, he said.

would work with the students to 
expand a proposed Afro-Ameri­ 
can 
Studies 
Program . 
He 
agreed that the program should 
have a Negro director. 
The Negro students have said 
that, if Perkins denied their pro­ 
posal, they would set up the col­ 
lege without university backing. 
The students claim to repre­ 
sent the m ajority of 250 Negro 
students at Cornell. The univer­ 
sity has an enrollment of 14,000 
in 14 colleges.
